Judges according to law. The board 
did not dispose of the matter on the 
10th, but adjourned over to tire Hth. 


ABOI;T JUUUES. 


The law regulating the selection of 


judges, Is found In Section S3 of the 
Act In regard to elections and has been 
In force in Us present,form since 190S. 
The law provides that supervisors be- 
longing to the political party having 
the greatest number of votes upon the 
board of supervisors shall select (and 
the board shall appoint) the majority 
of the election judges In th« voting 
districts In which said political party 
cast the highest number of votes for 
governor at the 
preceding 
general 


election; and shall also select (and the 
board shall appoint) the minority judge 
In each election district In which said 
political party cast the second highest 
number of votes at the preceding gen- 
eral election for governor. 
The sup- 


ervisor* belonging to the political party 
having the second greatest number of 
votes upon said board shall select (and 
the board shall appoint) the majority 
of the Judges In each election district 
at which said party cast the highest 
number of votes for governor at the 
preceding general election; and shall 
also select (and the board shall ap- 
point) the minority Judge In each e]ec 
tlon district In which said political 
party cast the second highest nomlji-r 
of votes at the preceding general elec 
tlon for governor.
